Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  piesent  an  abbreviated  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1973.  Because  of  pressure  of  work  on  the  Health  Department  and  also 
owino  to  the  fact  that  Vital  Statistics  of  Rirths  are  not  yet  to  hand,  it 
has  not  been  found  possible  to  provide  a  R.  ort  in  the  comprehensive  form 
of  previous  years.  Since  Wellington  Rural  District  Council  forms  part  of 
a  combined  Registration  District  it  has  not  been  feasible  to  disentangle 
figures  of  Births,  Deaths,  Infant  Mortality  and  so  on  for  this  particular 
District.  These  figures  will  be  to  hand  at  a  later  date. 

So  far  as  the  General  Provisions  for  Health  Services  in  the 
District  are  concerned  these  have  not  varied  to  any  substantial  extent  from 
those  described  in  my. Report  for  1972. 

There  was  a  small  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  producing  30  cases.  Apart  from  that,  the  prevaL  nee  of  infectious 
disease  was  at  a  very  low  level.  Notifications  were  received  for  one  case 
of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  casn  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 


A  number  of  Salmonella  agama  infections  occurred  in  the  neighbour¬ 
ing  Urban  District  of  Wellington  an  I  these  we  re  traced  to  infected  milk  from 
a  farm  in  the  Rural  District.  Measures  were  taken  to  have  this  milk  pasteur¬ 
ised  and  once  this  had  been  done  there  were  no  further  cases. 


Sewerage  of  the  village  of  Hillfarrance  was  completed  at  the  end 
of  1973.  The  scheme  for  resewering  part  of  Milverton,  extension  of  he 
*=ewer  to  Hi  11  common  and  Oake  and  reconstruction  of  the  Milverton  sewage 
works  commenced  during  the  year. 

Poultry  inspection  was  carried  out  at  a  large  chicken  ^recessing 
factory  in  the  district  with  a  throughout  of  2,114,857  birds  and  a  turkey 
farm  which  produced  17,782  birds.
